Menton Admits He'll 
Be Criticized for 
Closing Order 


SAN FRANCISCO. (TP)— 1 The body of a baby, believed to 
be about a week old, was found in a package opened by clerks 
of the San Francisco dead letter office today. 

The package was addressed to “Frances Munger, St. 
Mercie hospital, San Frisco.” and the return address was 
given as “2745 Malden, Oakland, Calif.” 

There is no such address, and there is no St. Mercie 
hospital here. 

The postoffice department first delivered the package 
to the St. Mary’s hospital here Nov. 11, but it was sent to 
the dead letter office when it was learned there was no 
Frances Munger at the hospital. 

Frank Spence, postal inspector assigned to the case, 
turned the package over to the police department. Dr. 
Sherman Leland, autopsy surgeon for the coroner’s office, 
said he would conduct an autopsy and an inquest will be 
held later. 

The body, the sex of which had not yet been determined 
because of its condition, was wrapped in clothes and tied in 
papers. 

Later, Dr. Leland said the body was that of a boy. He 
said an autopsy probably would determine whether the baby 
was dead at birth. 

Postal inspectors later put the blurred return address 
under a magnifying glass and said the address was not Oak¬ 
land, Calif., but that the package probably originated some¬ 
where in Illinois.

MADRID, tffl Madrid's Mon¬ 
tana barracks and the whole line 
of fortifications in the vicinity of 
Segovia bridge were bombed in a 
daring insurgent air raid late to¬ 
day—several hours after govern¬ 
ment planes hud won a spectacu¬ 
lar victory in a battle over the 
capital. 

Three Fascist trimotors, 
guarded by six pursuit planes, 
loared out of a dense cloudbank in 
the western sky at 3:20 p. m. and 
spilled 14 huge bombs. 

Five Hit Barracks 

Five of the projectiles hit Mon¬ 
tana barracks, where several 
thousand government troops are 
quartered. 

Other screaming missiles, 
dumped by the air raiders, fell on 
the line of fortifications. Two ex¬ 
ploded in a built-up sector, wreck¬ 
ing three houses. 

Black billowing columns of 
debris and smoke shot into the air 
as the raiders, having completed 
their mission of death and de¬ 
struction. fled to the west. 

Rebel Plain's Escape 

The Socialist pursuit planes im¬ 
mediately roared into the skies and 
engaged the six Fascist fighting 
escort planes in a spectacular 
aerial battle the second dog fight 
over Madrid of the day. 

The enemy planes, however, tak¬ 
ing advantage of the dense clouds 
which shielded their approach, 
made their escape. 

The raid came on the heels of 
a mass aerial battle in which the 
government announced It had 
downed six planes. 

Thousands View Battle 

Thousands of Madrilenos saw 
two planes crash, one within the 
city itself. The government an¬ 
nounced both xvere insurgent ships, 
and said four others had been 
forced from the air during a chase 
over insurgent lines which fol¬ 
lowed the spectacular ‘‘dog fight.” 

Confidence of the defense junta 
shot skyward with today’s victory, 
and the pessimism which a week 
ago hung like a pall over the city 
virtually had disappeared with the 
failure of the insurgents to cross 
the Manzanares river in eight days 
of continuous struggle. 

Field fighting was light during 
the day, with both sides attempt¬ 
ing to fortify their positions. How¬ 
ever, the stage apparently was be¬ 
ing set for another battle, pos¬ 
sibly tonight, and defense generals 
broadcast warnings to the fighting 
forces against overconfidence. 


Convening of the 1936 grand 
jury had nothing to do with the 
sudden orders issued Wednesday 
to close tango parka's at Seal 
Beach.

Eager To Close 

Menton said he did not know 
what made operators so willing to 
close, but that he found the time 
ripe to slap on the order. He sent 
Robert F. Sandon. special investi¬ 
gator, and Deputy Sheriff R. E. 
Steinberger to tell operators to 
close.

St 1 Beach operators 
their.selv: a eland the situation 
getting out of hand and closed to 
correct a local situation which has 
not yet come to light. 

Menton said he threatened pros¬ 
ecution under the state lottery 
law. He pointed out that two 
years ago the superior court here 
issued an injunction restraining 
the sheriff from interfering with 
the tango parlor on grounds they 
did not comply with the state 
gambling law. 

Tango, the court, held, was not 
included among the games spe¬ 
cifically banned. 

Balboa Games Closed 

Menton said he issued similar 
orders to operators of chip games 
at Balboa. Reports said the games 
did not open today. 

Recent decision of the appellate 
court and the attorney general 
holding tango games illegal and 
not subject to the state sales tax 
may be the opening wedge for 
prosecution, Menton said. 

He said he was waiting for cop¬ 
ies of the rulings and would study 
them before proceeding with ac¬ 
tion against the beach gambling 
establishments. 

Sheriff Silent 

This indicated that if the gam¬ 
ing places defy the order, arrests 
will not be made until Menton 
has studied the court ruling and 
decided whether it will apply. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson refused 
to comment on the Seal Beach or¬ 
der, referring all questions to Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Menton. “I just 
sent a deputy along at his re¬ 
quest," the sheriff said. 

Menton's order complicated the 
situation at Huntington Beach, 
where voters by a slight majority 
adopted an initiative ordinance re¬ 
quiring the city council to issue 
tango licenses.

SAN FRANCISCO. OP) New 
strike threats were heard on both 
sides of the continent today while 
federal officials worked at the 
task of settling the issues of a 
maritime tieup that has closed 
ports to shipping on the Atlantic, 
Pacific and Gulf coasts. 

Five hundred men, their ulti¬ 
matum for higher wages and 
union recognition rejected, ex¬ 
pected to walk out of the two 
shipbuilding plants at San Pedro 
at noon tomorrow. At Philadel¬ 
phia, longshoremen called a meet¬ 
ing today to vote on ending a 
week-old truce and joining strik¬ 
ing waterfront workers there. 

10 Other Walkouts 
In addition to threatened 
strikes in the maritime industries, 
there were 10 other walkouts in 
progress along the Pacific coast. 
These were in industries few of 
which had any relation to the 
widespread shipping tieup. 

At San Francisco an attack on 
the key hiring hall issue was 
planned today by Edward F. Mc¬ 
Grady, assistant secretary of la¬ 
bor. MctfraUy sought a new con¬ 
ference between employers and 
maritime workers who walked out 
15 days ago. 

Lumlier Industry Hurt 
Negotiations at New York for 
settlement of a sympathy strike 
there were at a standstill while 
newly-arrived vessels added more 
strikers to the number already 
ashore. 

Seattle lumbermen said lumber 
production in that area dropped 
43.1 per cent as a result of the 
strike. 


ROME. (/Pi—Premier Mussolini 
has decided to abolish existing 
Italian courts of law, substituting 
state committees and socializing 
the legal profession, official 
sources disclosed today. 

Attorneys described the project 
as ‘‘one of the most important 
changes in 20th century juris¬ 
prudence.” 

A committee of eminent lawyers 
and officials from the ministry of 
justice is working out the details 
to replace the courts with the 
state boards, authoritative quar¬ 
ters asserted. 

The committee’s report i» ex¬ 
pected to be finished soon, when 
it will be handed to the ministry 
of justice for action. 

Abolition is also planned for the 
special tribunal for defense of the 
state. This court was established 
10 years ago after an 18-year-old 
youth attempted to assassinate 
the Italian premier at Bologna in 
1926. 

The court, created to protect the 
life of II Duce and government of¬ 
ficials, condenmed half a dozen 
men to death on charges of con¬ 
spiracy against the premier. 

Conditions were said to have be¬ 
come settled in Italy and the peo¬ 
ple so united around the premier, 
lawyers have decided there is no 
necessity for continuing the tri¬ 
bunal another five years.

Preliminary work was under 
way today at the Prado dam site 
on the Santa Ana river, which 
will lead to actual construction of 
the dam as part of a $13,000,000 
project in Orange county. 

A crew of 19 men went to work 
yesterday. They are drilling test 
holes to ascertain the best foun¬ 
dation ami footing for the dam. 
The National Reemployment serv¬ 
ice, under the direction of 
Charles Fallert, assigned the men 
to the task. 

The engineering corps of the 
United States army is in charge 
of the dam’s construction. Pre¬ 
liminary surveys have been under 
way for some time, but first actual 
work at the dam site began yes¬ 
terday. 

The United States will finance 
construction of this dam and 
others in Orange county. The 
people will be asked to vote on a 
bond issue to finance purchase of 
rights of way. This election prob¬ 
ably will be called before the first 
of the year. 

The rights of way will cost ap¬ 
proximately $2,000,000, it is esti¬ 
mated. 


Superior Judge James L. Allen 
today refused to lighten sentences 
imposed last August on rioting 
citrus strikers and threatened to 
"clean house” if people didn't stop 
bothering him about these men. 

Judge Allen told attorneys and 
spectators today that "somebody 
would be jailed for contempt of 
court” if the court is harassed 
any further. 

Ever since Judge Allen sent 11 
Mexicans to jail for terms of 10 
months to a year, he declared, he 
had been under pressure by at 
least a dozen lawyers, some min¬ 
isters of the gospel, and private 
citizens seeking their release. 
One lawyer, he said, had gone 
so far as to threaten him if he 
did not give them their liberty. 

He today denied petitions of 
Alisco Alvarez and Adolph Sepul¬ 
veda of El Modena for revision 
of sentence. There was no way, 
he said, for the court to revise 
a sentence except where it inad¬ 
vertently failed to state the court’s 
intention. Each of the defendants 
had testified he had work waiting 
him if released. 

‘ They’re anxious to work now,” 
said Judge Allen. "They weren't 
so anxious last July. They tried 
to keep others from working 
then.” 

The two are members of a 
group of 13 who were arrested 
on rioting charges last July, 11 
of whom were convicted and sen¬ 
tenced to county jail terms. At 
that time they were offered the 
alternative by Judge Allen of serv¬ 
ing their sentences or returning to 
Mexico.

Officials of the treasury's re¬ 
demption office have never fig¬ 
ured out the reason for it, but the 
kitchen stove, the furnace and the 
open hearth remain the most pop¬ 
ular places to hide money about 
the American home. 

Day Full of Woe 

A dozen sob stories a day are 
filed with the redemption office 
from middle November to the last 
day of December. 

Junior has started a fire in the 
stove where daddy hid a roll of 
bills last summer. 

Mother discovers to her horror 
that daddy has built a blaze in 
the furnace where she had been 
keeping the Christmas money. 

The tales of distress, along with 
what is left of the currency, go 
to expert examiners and you 
would be surprised how much of 
it is redemeed at full value. 

Fires are not the only cause 
of destroyed money, however. 
Goats and dogs are high in the 
list. 

The government is emphatic in 
its advice about goats and dogs— 
call a veterinarian, don’t trust 
home remedies. 

And don’t get the idea that just 
because you have some ashes the 
government will search them for 
money. Last year a man sent in 
a 375-pound garbage can which 
turned out to hold nothing but 
trash. 

Rules for redemption are: 

If three-fifths of a bill are ac¬ 
counted for, you get full value. 

If less than three-fifths and 
more than two-fifths, a settlement 
for half. 

There Are Exceptions 

Exceptions, of course, have been 
made when accompanied by affi¬ 
davits and convincing evidence. 

One time the operator of a 
barbecue stand in the South ar¬ 
rived at the treasury with a suit¬ 
case full of ashes and a story of 
how fire had binned down his 
place and consumed $4000. 

Examiners went through the de¬ 
bris and found not only every dol¬ 
lar. but $40 more than the man 
thought he'd lost. 

In dealing with the redemption 
office don't try any get-rich-quick 
schemes, for it's only a step 
around the corner to the secret 
service.

WASHINGTON. iff) High New 
Dealers appeared today to have 
adopted a policy of watchful wait¬ 
ing with regard to current de¬ 
mands from some quarters for 
constitutional amendment and re¬ 
vival of such experiments as AAA 
and NR A. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wal¬ 
lace told reporters that, despite 
recent demands from a group of 
farm organization heads that AAA 
crop control be revived, the ad¬ 
ministration would not ask the 
new congress for control legisla¬ 
tion. 

“Matter for Congress” 

“That is a matter for congress 
and the farmers,” he said. 

Wallace left no doubt, however, 
that he personally believes future 
events will make ‘‘just about 
everybody in the United States” 
favor "some kind of production 
control.” 

Despite the call of farm leaders 
for re-enactment of the invalid¬ 
ated AAA system of curbing 
production, Wallace said drought 
and high prices this year had led 
many farmers to desire unre¬ 
strained production next year. 

“Up to Farmers” 

It would be a good thing from 
a long range view if they got their 
desire, he argued, because the 
piled up surpluses that would re¬ 
sult under normal weather condi¬ 
tions would depress prices and 
evoke new and stronger demands 
for federal control. 

“I find that aroused farmers are 
worth more than all the brain 
trusters in getting something 
done,” he observed.

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AVOCADO RETURNS FOR 1936 GREATEST IN INDUSTRY'S HISTORY 


EXCEEDS 1935 
INCOME BY 9 
PER CENT 

Growers of Southland' 
Net $645,083, Says 
Manager Hodgkin 

Orange county avocado growers 
got the greatest total return in \ 
history this season, according to 
an announcement today hy George 
B. Hodgkin, manager of Calavo t 
Growers of California. He said | 
the 1936 crop brought Southern | 
California growers returns even j 
greater than those of 1935. 

"A grand total of $645,083.15 
was netted hy cooperative growers 
during the 1936 season," he said. 
"This is a 9.7 per cent gain over 
the $588,148 total netted for the 
record 1935 year, when the crop j 
was approximately twice that of \ 
the 1936 season, just closed. The 
1936 calavo-avocado crop totaled j 
7,208,981 pounds, or 554,537 packed | 
flats. The crop exceeded pre-sea- j 
son estimates by 4 per cent, due ' 
partly to new growers’ shipments. 

"Calavo Fuertes for the 1936 [ 
season netted growers, at their . 
groves, an average of 51.46 per 
packed flat, or 11.2 cents per | 
pound, some bringing up to 25 
cents per pound. The general aver- 
ave of $1.16 per flat for all grades, 
sizes and varieties, including wind¬ 
falls, was the highest such aver¬ 
age since 1931. 

"Comparisons of the 1936 and 
1934 seasons’ crop tonnage and re¬ 
turns indicate that outstanding re¬ 
sults are being achieved by co- J 
operative growers in the expan¬ 
sion of national demand for their 
fruit. Although the 1936 crop was 
almost two and a fifth times that 
of two seasons prior, 1936 returns j 
per box were greater than those !

I think you will 
realize it is Ihe minority your 
daughter is exaggerating, and not 
the majority.

Bacon-Potato Pancakes 

Bake these pancakes on a grid¬ 
dle, brown both sides well and 
sizzling hot for breakfast or sup¬ 
per. Blend 2 cups grated raw po¬ 
tato, 2 tablespoons flour, 2 table¬ 
spoons milk, 2 well-beaten eggs, 4 
strips bacon, minced fine, 1 tea¬ 
spoon salt and a dash of pepper. 
Top, if you wish, with soft-scram¬ 
bled eggs. 

Potato Puffs 

Fresh mashed or left - over 
mashed potatoes can be used for 
this. Beat the potatoes with 2 
tablespoons melted butter to a 
froth. Add 2 eggs, well beaten 
with salt and pepper, 1 cup milk 
and '4 cup grated Parmesan 
cheese. Add a pulverized leaf of 
sage for seasoning. Pour into in¬ 
dividual ramekins and bake in a 
hot oven until puffed and brown. 
This is the nicest way we know to 
use up left-over mashed potatoes.

This 
simply means that you have not 
kept the muscles on their job and 
that they have lost their tone. 
Exercise, vigorous and conscien¬ 
tious is the only solution—unless, 
of course you can afford to go to 
a professional masseuse twice a 
week. 

Another pleasant way to restore 
some of the grace and youthful¬ 
ness to your body is join a gym¬ 
nasium class. If this is impossible, 
get a good book of illustrated exer¬ 
cises and invite a friend who also 
needs a bit of figure molding to 
join you. Take your exercises to 
music or count to make them 
rhythmical. After the fatty tissue 
has been redeposited or removed 
your muscles will be more alive 
and responsive and you will look 
years younger.

Garden Secrets

WASHINGTON. (JP) — Treasury 
officials hinted today that the ad- 
ninistration will ask congress to 
continue indefinitely its present 
far-reaching monetary powers. 

A hill will be offered in the first 
few days of the session, one high 
authority said, extending the gov¬ 
ernment’s authority to maintain 
the $2,000.000,000 stabilization 
fund and the President’s special 
powers to vary the gold content of 
the dollar. Both are scheduled to 
expire Jan. 30 under present law. 

Favor Unlimited Plan 

The official asserted it had not 
been finally determined whether 
the extension would be asked for 
some fixed period or indefinitely, 
but added that, the prevailing opin¬ 
ion of treasury experts favored un¬ 
limited continuance. 

This was desirable, it was said, 
because of this country’s participa¬ 
tion in the new monetary agree¬ 
ment with France and England. 

Under this accord, the three na¬ 
tions are pledged to use “appropri¬ 
ate available resources’’ to prevent 
sharp fluctuations in their curren¬ 
cies.” 

No Withdrawal Sighted 

Although any nation may with¬ 
draw from the agreement if its 
internal economy is adversely af¬ 
fected, no such withdrawal is in 
sight now. Since the understand¬ 
ing seems likely to continue for an 
indefinite period, officials said It 
appears desirable to extend the life 
of the stabilization fund indefinite¬ 
ly to assist the United States in 
carrying out its part of the agree¬ 
ment. 

It is not known exactly to what 
extent Secretary Morgenthau has 
used the stabilization fund in con¬ 
nection with the tri-power under- 
standin; . but, on one occasion, he 
disclose the purchase of about 
1.000,one pounds to halt what he 
called a Russian effort to drive 
down the price of sterling. 


Hysteria Has 
Many Vague 
Symptoms

Our behavior in the great ma¬ 
jority of cases is controlled by our 
emotional responses. Even when 
we claim to possess poise and self- 
control our feelings more often 
than our judgment tell us what to 
do and how to do it. 

Society has found use in these 
iccent years for a large group of 
ixperts who are styled psychoana¬ 
lysts What is psychoanalysis but 
an attempt by means of studying 
contributing circumstances, to 
learn the state of mind back of 
any type of behavior? 

The person inclined to be hys¬ 
terical has a thousand reasons for 
his hysteria. Indeed, his tendency 
to find excuses for his lack of 
emotional and nervous control is 
one of the first items needing to 
be considered. 

No symptom can be too trivial 
to be added to the list of contrib¬ 
uting causes. No class of patients 
is quite so insistent that the phys¬ 
ician “do something” as these vic¬ 
tims of “wandering nerves"; and 
“doing something” is the crux of 
the treatment. 

The physician dares not stop 
with a diagnosis und a bottle of 
laxative pills. 

He must begin with the utmost 
patience in listening to the indi¬ 
vidual’s tale of woe. He must 
learn everything possible of the 
factors in the home, among the 
relations, and connected with any 
business, that lead up to the con¬ 
dition which so undermines the 
health. 

The responsibility carried by the 
medical man in any case is terrific 
but the nature of his business re¬ 
quires that he command the con¬ 
fidence of those who come to him 
for aid. 

It is usually necessary to pre¬ 
scribe some sort of medicine even 
if no physical ailment is evident. 
And the medicine must be of a 
sort to relieve tension and add to 
the immediate comfort. Sedatives !

The lawn, being the carpet of 
our gardens, must be treated with 
the utmost of consideration. So ] 
often we lose the restful feeling 
that a deep, velvety lawn gives, ! 
through sheer neglect. 

Autumn season is perhaps the 
best time to establish a new lawn 
or renovate an old one. This j 
should be done early enough to 
insure a well developed root sys¬ 
tem to carry through the winter, 
the work finished by the first of 
December. In the spring, sow¬ 
ing may take place as early as 
February. 

Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on establishment of a well- 
prepared seed bed. As the first 
four to six inches of soil are the 
most fertile, it is necessary, if ; 
possible, to retain the use of that 
soil in preparation for a new 
lawn. Often when an excavation i 
iu being made in construction of 
a basement, the sub-sell is 
brought to the surface, and it is 
necessary to treat it in such a 
way as to make it fertile. 

-= * * 

PREPARING THE LAWN BED 

Spading to a depth of eight or 
10 inches is ample for any ordi¬ 
nary purpose. Grades must be 
considered and effort made to 
keep the surface free from depres¬ 
sion or high places, best carried 
out by means of a float. 

After the lawn is spaded, raked 
and floated, pet-moss, the best 
media for lightening clay soils and 
making sandy soils heavier, must 
be applied. Its action separates 
the very fine particles of the clay 
soils and allows a freer circula¬ 
tion of air. In the sandy soils it 
retains the moisture and fertilizer 
near the surface where the fine 
feeder roots are located. 

After the peat-moss has been 
well raked in, the ground must be 
rolled and raked, and made ready 
for seeding. Best seed mixture is 
two pounds of Kentucky blue grass , 
to one pound of white clover, ami 
one pound of this mixture will 
cover about 200 square feet. 

# * * 

A good grade of fertilizer en¬ 
tirely free from weed seeds is im¬ 
portant. On old lawns, it will be 
well to use steer manure in the 
spring and blood meal in the fall. 
This latter, being highly nitro¬ 
genous, acts as a stimulant to 
carry the grass over the winter in 
a growing condition. Use steer 
manure at the time of seeding, as 
this type of fertilizer is slow 
enough in releasing the active in¬ 
gredients to prevent the tender 
sprout from burning. 

In watering a newly planted 
lawn, the surface of the ground 
must never be allowed to become 
dry or the seed sprout will die. 
Water well with a fine spray three 
or four times a day. 

Care should be exercised while 
watering to see that the newly 
planted seed is not washed away, 
as this is another cause of poor 
germination. 

Mowing is more important than 
it is generally considered. The 
first few cuttings should not be 
too ..frequent, nor should the grass 
be Silt too close, as this retards 
the development of the root sys¬ 
tem. Thy top growth is dependent 
on the root growth, and conversely 
the roots cannot develop without a 
leaf surface for breathing in the 
necessary life-giving elements.

BOARD TURNS 
DOWN OFFER 
OF WAFER 

Sewage Reclamation Plan 
Too Expensive and 
Complicated 

A proposal that Orange count) 
construct a $7,500,000 sewage rec¬ 
lamation plant and pipe line to 
make use of water from the Hy¬ 
perion outfall sewer of Los An¬ 
geles was made to the Orange 
County Water district board yes¬ 
terday. 

But there were so many strings 
attached that directors were not 
interested. 

R. B. Lloyd, Los Angeles engi¬ 
neer, made the proposal, asking 
that he be allowed to design the 
plant. He estimated that if the 
district charged water users $10 
per acre foot for the water, the 
plant would liquidate its cost in 
from 15 to 20 years. 

Lots of Trouble 

Lloyd told directors, however, 
that they would have to battle Los 
Angeles politicians and that they 
would have trouble with Los An¬ 
geles manufacturers who wish to 
dump injurious chemicals into the 
sewers. 

The engineer said the plant 
would make available an additional 
flow of 155,000 acre feet of water 
per year, and in addition would 
provide 100 tons of organic ferti¬ 
lizer per day, which could be sold 
at $15 to $18 per ton. 

Large Supply 

He proposed that the sewage be 
reclaimed and purified sufficiently 
to allow it to be sunk into the 
ground through well shafts. The 
Hyperion sewer is carrying 120.- 
000,000 gallons of water per day, 
Lloyd said. 

Directors said they might be in¬ 
terested if Los Angeles cared to 
build and operate its own reclama¬ 
tion plant and sell the purified 
water at a stated price. 

Robert H. Hammond, Fullerton 
engineer, told directors there is a 
possibility that some of the cities 
in the Orange county joint outfall 
sewer may withdraw and start 
their own reclamation plants. 
Unable to Agree 

He asked to be retained as en¬ 
gineer if the water district goes 
into a reclamation program. 

Meanwhile the cities who own 
the joint outfall sewer are unable 
to agree on the type of construc¬ 
tion to be used in repairing the 
line from the screening plant to 
the ocean. Santa Ana is holding 
out for concrete pipe; other cities 
want vitrified clay pipe. 

City councilmen here remain de¬ 
termined to have concrete pipe 
used. 

Crossing Sign Is 
Struck By Auto 

Another driver tangled with 
school crossing signs left in the 
street last night when H. W. John¬ 
ston, 1111 West Eighth street, re¬ 
ported to police his car had 
struck a sign at Seventeenth and 
Van Ness streets. 

The signs, left in the street by 
school janitors after school hours 
are over, have resulted in damage 
to several cars in the past two 
weeks. 

Johnston said the signs at that 
intersection had been left out re¬ 
peatedly. Police removed the 
marker he struck. 

Methodists Lav 
Temperance Plan

Pension Head Asserts 
It Will Be Called 
Unconstitutional 

LOS ANGELES. (A*>—Dr. Fran¬ 
cis E. Townsend, co-founder of the 
pension plan bearing his name, 
told 5000 excited adherents yes¬ 
terday that the federal social se¬ 
curity act “will, in all probability, 
be declared unconstitutional.” 

An explosion of applause greet¬ 
ed this statement. 

“I have that on the word of an 
eminent authority on the constitu¬ 
tion,” Dr. Townsend said. 

He spoke for the first time since 
the national election, having re¬ 
turned to California from Chica¬ 
go, central headquarters of the 
Townsend old age revolving pen¬ 
sion plan. He had supported Gov. 
Alf M. Landon, and officially plac¬ 
ed the support of his organization 
with the Kansan in states where 
the Union party was not on the 
ballot. 

Unhappy Over Election 

“I'm not very happy about the 
results of the election,” Dr. Town¬ 
send said with a wry smile. "I 
thought it would be closer. 

“But the people have spoken, 
and like all good Americans, we 
abide by the decision. We need 
not he discouraged. The need still 
remains and we have not receded 
one inch from our position. 

“I can tell you that the social 
security act will, in all probability, 
be declared unconstitutional. I 
have that on the word of an emi¬ 
nent authority on the constitution. 

Fears Great Chaos 

“In any event, great chaos and 
confusion is sure to result from 
the social security act. There are 
thousands of needy, elderly people 
who must wait five years to bene¬ 
fit by it. That's too long. They 
can’t wait. 

I “We must submit a more ra- 
j tional plan. 

“Our President says today that 
security for the aged and needy 
shall be one of the first objectives 
of the new administration. I say 
God bless him—if he means it.” 

Discussing the affairs within the 
Townsend organization, the elderly 
physician declared: 

Plan Checkup 

“We’re going to put one, and 
maybe two men in Washington to 
check up on the men elected on 
our program. We’re going to keep 
tab on them to see if they’re do¬ 
ing anything.” 

He said, too, that he planned

rit'sh Guiana Jungle 
Will Be Combed for 
Paul Redfern 


NEW YORK. </P )—A two-planc 
expedition into the South Amer¬ 
ican jungle to try to find Paul 
Redfern, the young American avi¬ 
ator who mysteriously disap¬ 
peared in Aug. 1927, while on a 
non-stop solo flight from Bruns¬ 
wick, Ga., to Rio de Janeiro, was 
projected today under the leader¬ 
ship of Art Williams, former Uni¬ 
ted States army pilot. 

Williams, who has spent many 
years flying over the jungle and ; 
working in it, said he has collected j 
first-hand information which con- i 
Vinces him Redfern was living 1 
with Indians in the fastnesses of 
Southern British Guiana as late 
as 19:11—four years after his dis¬ 
appearance. 

Lives ill Guiana 
Williams now lives in George¬ 
town, British Guiana, and is at¬ 
tached to the British boundary 
Commission, working far south in 
the bush. He has just made a 
quick trip to New York in .corr- 
pcction with the proposed expedi¬ 
tion, and left Tuesday for George¬ 
town, piloting a new amphibian 
plane jungle flying necessitiates 
alighting on the rivers. 

Search has been made for Red¬ 
fern before, but no adequate ex¬ 
pedition has been sent into the 
wilds. Last February Alfred Har- 
red said he and Art Williams had 
found Redfern and talked with the 
long-lost airman. Williams denied 
the story and Harred was sen¬ 
tenced to jail for a proved fake. 

Redfern was last reported as 
sighted by the captain of a ship 
off the north coast of South 
America. From the course Red¬ 
fern had set it appeared that he 
Intended to fly straight across the 
jungle country instead of follow¬ 
ing the safer, though longer, route 
along the Atlantic coast line. 

Williams declared he had talked 
■with Indians who said they were 
in the vicinity where Redfern 
made his descent onto what he 
thought was solid ground. The 
plane appears to have pitched 
over, and the Indians indicated 
that Redfern sustained at least a 
broken leg. 

The natives gave Williams to 
understand that they took the 
injured man into their village and 
cared for him. According to the 
Indians, Redfern was still in that 
neighborhood four years after the 
disastrous landing. Williams even ] 
found an Indian who said he could 
lead him to where part of the ] 
plane was flying. At this junc- | 
ture, however, the chief of the 
tribe suddenly imposed silence on j 
his people and further information 
was not forthcoming.

Gamblers Just as Guilty 

I N THE simple belief that he could win, Vasili Lelutin, 
57-year-old Los Angeles foundry worker, dropped some 
$600 into slot machines during the past two years. 

Finally realizing he was just another sucker, Lelutin 
walked off with two machines, cracked them open and 
got back $194, according to Los Angeles authorities. 

Now he is under arrest, charged with robbery or 
some such crime.

Are 
they going to have to stand trial, too? 

If it is legal to steal money with slot machines, why 
aren’t the gamblers at least made to post the ridiculous 
odds that prevail against the player? 

Why are authorities often so slow to act against 
professional gamblers and so quick on the trigger against 
the poor dupe who tries to get his money back? 

The whole business is a rotten commentary on com¬ 
mon justice. 

In this particular instance, the blame may rest more 
upon the law than upon the authorities. 

But if that’s so, then the law should be changed. 

The gambling parasites who own these machines— 
with their unfair and outrageous odds—are just as guilty 
of taking someone else’s money as the man who breaks 
one open to get his cash back. 

They use trickery. He uses force. That’s the only 
difference. They should pay the penalty, too. 

It will probably add insult to injury if Pittsburg 
doctors send a bill to the man whose baby they op¬ 
erated on so it could cry. 

A Monument for I)r. Townsend 

T HERE’S no reason why Dr. Townsend’s followers 
shouldn't erect a monument to him if they want to. 
However, there are a few things we would like to 
point out. 

The best monument Dr. Townsend could have would 
be a good pension law, which could be achieved if the 
Townsendites adhere strictly to bringing legitimate pres¬ 
sure on congress. 

Every old person who received this pension would 
bless his name for ages to come. 

Sometimes there are cases of people erecting a monu¬ 
ment to someone they wished to honor only to regret it 
later. That is why it is often safer to wait until a man 
is gone. Probably Dr. Townsend merits a monument in 
any case, however. 

But we would hate to see this movement get under 
way without his full consent, and we do not want to see 
his followers, many of whom are needy, forced to dig up 
for something that can wait. 

If and when the people get the Townsend pension, 
they will all be better able to pay for the monument. 

A note of optimism is seen in general business con¬ 
ditions. It would be still more optimistic if so many 
other notes were not floating around. 

Roosevelt Should Act in Strike 

I T’S TIME for President Roosevelt to swing out of his 
easy chair at Washington and do something decisive 
about this shipping strike. The strike is in its 15th day; 
Pacific coast sea-going commerce is at a standstill and 
the disaffection is beginning to hamstring the eastern 
and gulf ports. 

Other industries dependent upon shipping are be¬ 
coming demoralized. Already one man has been killed. 

So far, federal mediation efforts have been a flop. 
Assistant Secretary of Labor McGrady is a vigorous ca¬ 
pable man, but he seems to have reached the end of his 
resources. 

The President should intervene before the situation 
goes from bad to worse. 

We urge that he send a special board of outstanding 
citizens schooled in employer-labor mediation to the 
scene and that he accompany this action by a strong 
appeal to both sides to be reasonable. 

A great industry is being tom to pieces. Other busi¬ 
ness is suffering. 

The White House should act quickly and firmly!
